SALT IN HOT WEATHER. 


It is unfortunate that the 


value of salt, in such a hot 
wave as the nation has suf- 
fered from lately, is not 
more widely known. Many 
large industrial plants give 
their 
workers 
salt 
with 


drinking water to prevent 
heat prostration. This com- 
mon practice in Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland and Detroit is 
said 
to 
have 
originated 


many years ago in saloons 
patronized by steel work- 
ers in a certain plant, who 
demanded 
salt 
in 
their 


be'er. Salt shakers stood on 
every bar in the vicinity. 


The safety director of a 


big steel 
company which 


provides salt in tablet form 
near its drinking fountains 
says prostrations are 
al- 


most unknown among the 
workers now. A sheet and 
tube company at Youngs- 
town, Ohio, puts a level 
teaspoonful of salt in a gal- 
lon of water. 


The medical explanation 


is simple. Sweat drains the 
salt from the body in hot 
weather, until the normal 
salt supply of the blood is 
depleted. The effect may 
show in muscular cramps, 
and when extreme, in heat 
prostration, which is a seri- 
ous matter. The theory is 
said to have been proved 
scientifically by D e t r o i t 
doctors 
in 
collaboration 


with the research depart- 
ment of General Motors. 


It might be that defi- 


ciency of salt is responsible 
for many cases of cramps 
and 
consequent 
drowning 


among 
swimmers 
in the 


summer time. 


If the 
salt 
enthusiasts 


arc right, it is obviously sen- 
sible to use more salt than 
usual this time 
of year. 


Most people will probably 
find it no hardship' because 
nature herself 
seems 
to 


point the way—salt tastes 
better when a person has 
been sweating.

CONQUERED ARCTIC 


Perhaps 
Russians 
will 


some day figure 
out 
the 


way to make practical use 
of the Antarctic's natural 
resources hidden in wastes 
of ice and snow. They have 
accomplished 
remarkable 


things in the Arctic region 
in their own northern Si- 
beria, usually considered fit 
only for seals, snow, ice- 
bergs and ice-bears. 


The few settlements in 


that part of the Arctic used 
to be shut off from the rest 
of the world through long 
winter by ice. Now the set- 
tlements are thriving, and 
ships 
come 
and 
go 
all 


through the winter. A fleet 
of powerful and 
efficient 


ice breakers keeps the route 
open. During the formerly 
closed ceason, in 1935, 85 
vessels sailed in different 
parts of the Arctic carrying 
cargoes totalling 
500,000 


tons. Many ships came from 
other countries. The newest 
ice breakers have space for 
three airplanes, and cata- 
pults to propel them into 
the air. The boats are so 
strong they eat through the 
heaviest ice packs. 


There is now an army of 


scientists at work in Rus- 
sian Arctic territory, where 
they have found great nat- 
ural wealth—coal, peat, as- 
phalt oil, graphite, asbestos, 
gold, 
platinum, 
copper, 


lead, tin, nickel, Iron and 
amber. 


Agricultural scien 11 s t s 


have opened the way for 
large-scale farming, hither- 
to undreamed of for that 
region. Last year state farms 
cultivated 6,000 acres of 
vegetables. They have learn- 
ed how to grow potatoes, 
carrots, 
beets, 
cabbages, 


onions1 kohlrabi, peas, cu- 
cumbers and turnips, for- 
merly supposed to require 
more warmth and a longer 
growing season. 


With crops 
and 
trade 


thriving, there is said to be 
an air of boom-time enthu- 
siasm and activity. It shows 
what can be done. 


ANCIENT SHIP'S BERTH.

Reynolds, and a motorbus in which 
a dozen passengers were riding, 
were southbound.

"They also took a pair of binoc- 


ulars but left the case." 


Made Htm Nervous. 
Jones, former manager of the 
West Texas Cotton ^Oll Company, 
retired a year ago. 


"It made me nervous, having my 


wife and the girls along, for fear 
shooting would start somewhere 
and they would get hurt," he said. 


"Two bandits made me open 


suitcases, 
looking for 
valuables, 


and one kept a rifle jammed in 
my ribs, apparently 
fearing 
I 


would find a firearm and offer re- 
sistance. 
"That was no pleasant feeling." 
The Texan said he was inform- 


ing the United States embassy of 
the robbery because of the srinti- 
mental value of the watch he lost. 


At the embassy-it was said Sen- 


ator Reynolds left Mexico City at 
8:30-a. m- yesterday, en route to 
Acapulco.
